How to Play 


Starting Game Play 

3-D Crazy Coaster is a one-player game. After the car- 
tridge is inserted, you will see the Vectrex title for a few 
seconds followed by the name of the game. The game 
will then start automatically. 


Game Play 

Your goal in 3-D Crazy Coaster is to ride a wild roller 
coaster as fast and as far as possible. There are steep 
hills, right turns, left turns, and even low-flying birds! The 
faster you go, the more dangerous it will be... but you'll 
score more points too. 

When speeding around curves, push the joystick left 
and right to make your passenger lean inthe correct аї- 
rection. If he leans too much, the coaster will slow down 
and lose precious time. If he doesn't lean at all, пе could 
fly right out of the coaster! For added danger and excite- 
ment, use Button 3 to raise your passenger's arms and 
score bonus points! But be careful...with arms raised 
your passenger will be twice as likely to fly out of the 
coaster.

High Score Memory
